Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-5 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not disclose or suggest "the control unit is configured so that a rear-end portion of 
the discharge nozzles of the kth printing procedure in an array direction after printing of 
the printing region and a front-end portion of the discharge nozzles of the kth printing 
procedure in the array direction before printing of the non-printed region overlap each 
other with respect to the sub-scanning direction, and invalid nozzles that do not 
discharge the ink drops are determined from among arbitrary ones of the discharge 
nozzles in the overlap between said front-end portion and said rear-end portion in the 
array direction of the discharge nozzles" in combination with the remaining claim 
elements set forth in claims 1 and 5.
